AN. ODD GOLD SITUATION 


Believes: Paper Currency. Will Be 
"Contracted in France, Russia, and 
Germany, but Not In England. 


LONDON, April 30.—The whole busi- 
ness world is’ vitally concerned in the 
question of how the war will affect 
commercial ‘and industrial -coenditions. 
Will there’ be depression or prosperity? 
What will be the result of the. destruc- 
tion. of such a large-proportion of the 
efficient and: productive classes? Will 
money be scarce and dear or plentiful 
and cheap? 

These and other economic aenects, of 
the great struggle were discussed with 
an -Associated Press correspondent by 
Protessor Herbert Somerton Foxwell, 
Director. of Economics of St. John’s Col- 
lege, Cambridge, and Professor of Po- 
litical Economy: in the University of 
London. Professor Foxwell, in addition 
to his activities in -these institutions, 
collected: the most important - private 
library. on social and political economy 
in. Europe. .When asked whether in his 
opinion the war would be followed by a 
business depression, Professor Foxwell 
said: ' 

‘Generally. my view is. that there is 
no sufficient reason to hold that a great 
war must ‘necessarily be followed by 
severe depression, and less than usual 
in this particular casé, where an im- 
mensé. work of reparation will be ‘re- 
quired on the conclusion of the war. A 
contrary view rests largely, I think, on 
our experience after 1815 and to a similar 
extent after 1873. But the prolonged 
depression in both cases seems to me 
to ‘have been mainly due’ to currency 
causes. 

‘““The peace of 1815 was followed by 
what Hoffman and Roscher called an 
absolute scarcity of currency; and a 
similar condition resulted in 1873 from 
the demonetization of silver: War or no 
war, prolonged depression must have 


resulted. from currency causes alone; 
and there were other aggravatin ofan cir- 
cumstances in each case to which 

not refer. 

‘It will be said that there must be, 
and should be, currency contraction aft- 
er this war... Yes, in a sense—in the 
strict sense of the term currency. Note 
issues will be contracted in France, Rus- 
sia, and Germany especially; not ap- 
preciably, if at all, in Great Britain. 

“But*modern business enterprises in 
the most advanced countries depends 
mainly. on bank credits, and these 
again, so far as they are limited at all, 
are mainly limited by relation, not to 
currency in general, but to - ultimate 
gold reserves. These ge have been 
rather increased than ‘diminished. by 
this war. It is one-of the most striking | » 
features that gold has been withdrawn 
from the. circulation, where it is useless 
as a basis of credit, and concentrated 
in the great reserves on whose strength 
the manufacture of ‘@pmmercial credit 
depends. .I hope this result of the war 
may be permanent.

How to obviate the: law’s ‘delays and 
how to reduce the high cost of justice 
to litigants are the two chief questions 
with which .the Judiciary Committee 
will be calléd vas to deal ‘in evolving a 
new article of* the Constitution. . Ex- 
Attorney General Wickersham, who is

Bar Associations and Judges from all 
parts of the, State have been ‘invited to:

ALBANY, April. 30.—Gov. Whitman 
today signed a bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Mills, incorporating the Church 
Peace Union, fourided by Andrew Car- 
negie. The Governor's signature legal- 
izes. a voluntary ‘organization: formed 
under Mr. Carnegie’s direction on Feb. 
1, 1914. 

The measure provides that after the 
union has attained its object—‘‘ the ar- 
bitration of international disputes ’’— 
the organization -may devote its funds 
to “‘ the relief of the deserving poor and 
afflicted in their distress, especially 
such as shall have struggled long and 
earnestly against misfortune ahd shall 
not themselves be to blame for -their 
poverty. 

Under the’ bill the corporation, with 
the aid of churches and religious organ- 
izations; is to advance the cause of 
peace among nations, hasten the aboli- 
tion of international War and encouragé 
and promote the peaceful settlement of 
international differences A world-wide 
campaign ‘of education regarding the 
causes, nature and effect of war is. to 
be carried. on. The union will under- 
take the education of ministers as a 
part of its fight. 

The organization plans to establish 

noe libraries and peace publications 

ughout: the world, . Prizes will- be 
wear ed for essays on peace.

Tf sonie of your 
readers realized that we have now on hanq 
thousands of garments for men, women, and 
children}that have been made in our tem- 
porary Work rooms by the women and girls 
who have been thrown out of work, wouldn't 
they, perhaps, be willing to give us an or- 
der? By doing so it would enable us to keep 
a@ large number of girls employed until they 
could find permanent positions and, at the 
same time, help the splendidly efficient re- 
lief work that is being done, No money re- 
ceived: by the Vacation War Relief Commit- 
tee leaves this couftry. Our work rooms are 
giving work to°400 girls daliy,.and our em- 
ployment bureau is finding permanent post- 
tions for approximately 60 per cent. of the 
girls whe apply.

Flack’s appearance ‘as a withess > ih 
the Leggio case will be the first ever 
given, in this State by a. man, eon- 
demned to death. ‘It is made possible 
by a special Jaw which was passed by 
the Legislature in: its closing hours. 
Thevlaw was drafted ‘to cover the Flack 
case especially after conferences * be- 
tween .Governor Whitman. and repre- 
sentatives of the District Attorney’s 
office. ; 

Following the kiting of Marino ina 
furnished room-at 6384 Hast Thirteenth 
Street.o nthe night of April 19, 1914, 
Flack surrendered to the police and later 
confessed that he committed the crime, 
He -was :commifted to the Tombs.:to 
await trial. A few weeks later a young 
girl named Louisa; Macaluso . appeared 
at’ the District Attorney's office and 
said that .she .and not Flack, had 
murdered Marino. She said that she 
shot him, because he forced .Her.to lead 
an immoral life, and that later she be- 
came frightened and dressed in boy's 
clothes -and hid. 

The gitl was sent to’ the Tombs; but 
Flack was still held,,and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Allen G, Wellman Was as- 
signed to inyestigate the case. ~ After 
man yconférences with’ Mr. Wellman, 
the girl finally broke down and.told a 
story which resulted in the ihdictment 
and arrest of Angelo Leggio tor the 
killing. 

Leggio, the girl said, had been jealous 
of Marino because of his attentions: to 
her., He hired Flack’ to kill Marino, she 
said. After Flack’s arrest, she told Mr. 
Wellman, Leggto advised: hem to hide 
and then told her to: give herself up, 
say that;she killed Marino because he 
tried to force her to lead an immoral 
life and then she would. be allowed to 
go free= 

When “Flack was placed*-on trial.-he 
denied that the girl’s story. was., true; 
but : largely on her testimony he .was 
convicted and sentenced to déath. He 
was sent to Sing Sing on March 15, and 
soon afterward ‘sent word to Father 
Cashin,. the prison chaplain, that he 
would like to\ see him. As’ a.result.of 
several interviews with the chaplain Mr. 
Wellman went to the prison and heard 
from Flack a story which caused him’ to 
make an effort to get Flack’s testimony 
before the jury.whihe will try Leggld. 

Fiack, itis said, has admitted that the 
girl told the truth and that his part in, 
the shooting’ was merely that of ‘@vhived 
gunman, “Leggio’s trial will begin next 
week before Judge Nott in General Ses- 
sions. When Flack, arrives here on 
Monday he will be sent to the Tombs 
to’ await the beginning of the trial. 

Fiack’s testimony against Leggio -will 


not help him ‘to escape the daeth penal- 
ty, unléss the Governor commutes his 
sentence or pardons him. In, case the 
Court of Appeals grants him a new
